HISTORY: 
Zoysia japonica, commonly known as Japanese 
Lawn Grass, was first in troduced into the United 


States about 35 years ago from Kor ea mere the 
climate approximates that of New York State. 


ae recent ae it was ee difficult to obtain 
seed but we were fortunate in harvesting a crop 
this season. The United States Dept. of Agri- 
culture has been ae this plant et its trial 
grounds at Beltsyille, Md., for a number of years 
and considers it especially | valuable for lawns, 
playgrounds and ath fields. 


DESCRIPTION: 


Zoysia japonica is a low growing, sod forming 
eran which if not mowed, will grow to a 
eight of about 9 inches. It has a broad, some- 
what course leaf similar to Red Top, but does 


not grow as tall. 


A slow grower in its early stages, Zoysia jap- 
onica will form a desirable, tough and cushiony 
sod within two years. wes are approximately 

1,300,000 seeds to the pound. 


ADAPTATION: 


eee 1 epee is the only variety of Zoysia 

ae hardy and will grow in the South as well 
" in the North. In cool climates it has a tendency 
to brown-up during the fall months, but being a 

perennial, it will revive as soon as the warm 

_ weather returns. However, this seems true only of 
first year plantings. 


It is generally believed that Zoysia japonica will 
be of great value for the following reasons: 


(1) Its ability to withstand heat, long pieiode 
of drought and extremely cold climates. 


(2) Its ability to crowd out Crabgrass as it is 
most dominant during the Crabgrass season. 

(3) Its ability to provide a green cover pe 
the summer months when other grasses, 
such as Kentucky Blue, turn brown 
ragged. It will also hold its color into the 
late fall longer than others. 


(4) Its ability to withstand heavy traffic and its 
extraordinary healing qualities. 


(5) The fact that it is practically disease free 
and rarely ee by known pests. It 4 
immune to Chinch Bugs. 


(6) Unlike other varieties, Zoysia japonica ae 
a loosely knit sod and in its oy mith other 
blends and lives in Bre Pah 
grasses, especially Blue
